Such a result la unlikely. And the possi- 
bility can be avoided If each candidate and 
voter will resolve, before the edIib Rets too 
hot, to conduct hl.i politicking with good 
sen.ie and an Intelligent perspective. 

A good, workable set of non-partlaiin rules 
might be culled, oddly cnouRh, from the 
highly partisan keynote speech of Governor 
Warren of California before the Republican 
national convention. Scattered throvigh the 
address were some bits of advice to his party 
that the governor would probably be glnd to 
share with the entire country. Many voters 
and candidates have probably been thinking 
along the same lines already. 

But Governor Warren was amonp the first 
to voice these ideas publicly, and It doc; not 
seem too early in the Rame to set them down 
for study and reflection by votera of all 
parties: 

"This war cannot be fought and won as 
Republicans or Democrats, This Is an ali- 
Anierlcan war. There Is a place for every 
American In It. There Is no place of honor 
for any American who Is not In It. 

"In or out of otflec, Republicans and Dem- 
Dcrals share the responsibility of winning the 
war. , . . The genornls who command our 
armies, the admirals who command our flecLi 
are no more Rcpubllcim or Democratic than 
the armies and the fleets which they com- 
mand They know how to run the war and 

we will see to It that they have the oppor- 
tunity to run It without political Interfer- 
ence. 

"There Is room for honest differences 
among us. There is no room for disunity. Wo 
can be ot differing minds. But we must be 
of one heart. . . . There Is no place among us 
lor malcontents. 

"We are In no mood for torch-llRht Jublln- 
lloh. Whether we win a.s a party la loss Im^ 
portant to us than whether wc win as n peo. 
pic,"

These ^voll-dC5e^vcll appreciation.^ un- 
doubtedly reflect the popular sentiment. 
They sound spontaneous as well as sincere, 
in contrast to ofdclal statements which 
sometimes seem to spring from a sense of 
diplomatic etltjuotte as well as from the 
heart. 

The American 01 Isn't alone in the suc- 
cessful accomplishment of this added task. 
The average Englishman's admiration of him 
Is rcclpiDcnled over here by our high regard 
for the British soldier. 

Tho men who do the fighting, one suspects, 
are doing more than all the diplomats and 
heads of governments to weld the spirit of 
allied peoples into a common bond of pur- 
pose, understanding and trust.
